MANURE FOR GRAPES 


B ne dust, wood ashes and such simi-« 
lar fertilizers are best for grape vines 
in low ground. To apply large quan~ 
tities of stable manure on damp soil will 
purely disease the vines. A dry, light, 
warm aud rich soi! is best for grapes. 
And for such a soil top dressing of wel! 
rotted manure, alternating every third 
year with a dreesing of slacked lime is 
beneficial, Ifgrapes are put out op 
damp ground, it is best toxkeep the 
roots near the surface. 

SNAKE BIT COWS 

If your cow is biuen, get one ounce of 
tincture of belladonna, water one pint; 
mix; give one ounce at a dose, three 
times a day, iu asmail quantityjof food.

As @ 
matter of course, prudence and judge 
ment should be exercised so as to pre= 
serve a round, well balanced head, 
Doing this wi!l make the tree healthy, 
improve its beauty, and make better 
the fruit. 
Biack rt has been written about by 
us in former issues of this paper. Cat- 
ting off and burning ali afferted 
branches is the proper remedy. Pear 
blight may be traced to a vegetable par- 
asite of afung»id character. There is 
same donbt as tv what itis. Ouse thing 
ja true, a vigorous growth of the tree is 
beneficial. A he sithy and vigorous tree 
may escape attack by a fungus. 
Mr. Charies owning says in the 
Weekly Tribune that, as a rule, no va- 
riety of apple can bear large crops an- 
nually, except on rich, deep soils, or 
where made so by enriching matenals 
annuallv, and even then, he thinks, at 
the expense of the life or age of the 
tree ; that is, trees bearing large crops 
annually will not live as long as trees 
bearing moderate crops annually, or 
full crops alternate years. 
In shipping fruit sort itand pack fine 
choice fruit together, worthless fruit 
pack by itself. In fact to get good 
prices, have good and sorted fruit, 
In planting trees and vines do not 
place the manure used in contact with 
the roots. If you put the manure above 
the roots when the holes are nearly 
filled, 80 when the dirt is replaced it 
will be fairly covered, good will result 
from the application. Cow manure or 
well rotted stable manure is used with 
success.

Virginia, a democrat, afterwards 
offered a resolution directing the 
committee to inquire into all the other 
frauds that might be alleged or pre- 
sented to them.’ 
This is true, but it was not done until 
several days afterwards, and when pop- 
ular sentiment throughout the country 
demonstrated that I wes right, and de- 
mended it. 

After this resolution passed on the 
22d of May, ex ending the investigation, 
you say that I “had practically got ell 
thate I wanted.” In this, gentlemen, 
you are greatly mistaken. The chief 
thing —the great object that I wanted— 
was a declaration that the object of the 
investigation was not to re-open the 
electoral count, settied by the last con 

grees, or to impeach and assail the title 
of Mr. Hayes. e 

It is utterly unirne that I took any 
step enpaine the investigation of 
fraud of any character with a view 
to prevent ite por: etnation on the re~ 
cord. On the contrary I was juet as 
fully convinced before as I ehal! be 
after the report, that the fou'est frands 
were committed in Lonisziana and 
Fiorida. 

I was perfectly willing that they 
should be thoroughly investigated and 
burned deeply into the annuals of the 
country, as the great Yezoo frand ip 
Georg'a was. But I was utterly op- 
poeed to disturbing the peace, har- 
mony and quiet of the country 
by such an investigation, with a view 
} to disturb the stability of the govern- 


ardly hand, but would mul- 
tiply institutions like the Soldiers’ 
home, nor stop at Mason and Dixon’s 
line, not till the veterans of the south 
got a little with the rest. In sober ear- 
nest he esked only what he was ready 
to give, and asking nothing for himself. 
In republics there could be no diecrim- 
ination. Equality was indispensible. 
He would pension every poor soldier 
and jet the politicians make the most 
of it. The qaarrel dividing the victims 
was nut of their making, pot of their 
seeking. It is ended, und once more 
the soldiers of the union are mutually 
interested in a common country.
